The lionroe Medal just delivered t92 ie. Belden was given 
to High Wolf probably between 1628 and 1830. High Wolf was 
painted by Catlin (number 115 in volume II ), who calls hia 
Wolf on a Hill. As a matter of fact, the meaning is High Backed 
Wolf, or Wolf with a high roach on his back. High Volf was taken 
+2 Washington about 1828, and was gone for four years. He brought 
back with him en iron shield ornamented with stars, a flag 
and a peace medal, which had been given him. This is the Monroe 
Medal. 

High olf was killed in a quarrel over a woman, the mother 
of Hail. The woman was '& relation of High Wolf, and he took her 
away from her husband, not to marry her butgpecaune She was being 
illtreated. Later High VYolf's enemies got him drunk and killed 
him. When Bégh VYolf was murdered Gray a. son, took the 
medal. Gray Hair was the father of that High Yolf who in 1865 
was killed at the Platte Bridge Fight, and also of the woman who 
married John Rondeayand who possessed the medal until recent years. 
Then, as I believe, it passed to Jolf Chief, and from him to his 
son ‘‘edicine Top. A. C. Stohr,in my behalf, purchased it from , sg

Medicine Top and sent it to me, and from me it goes to the Hispanic 


Society. 

High Wolf ruled his tribe absolutely): whatever he ordered 
was done. He was killed just before tne stars fell (1833), and it 
was thought that they fell begause of the death of so important

Your note of May 19th telling me that I had neglected 
to inform you in my memorandum of High Wolf, of what tribe he 
was chief amuses me greatly. I never supposed that there was 
in the wide, wide world anyone so abysmally ignorant of plains 
Indians as not to «now that High Wolf was Chief of the Cheyenne 
Indians. At that time all the Cheyennes were in the north, 
and the heginning of the movement south bya part of the tribe 
took place just before High Wolf's death. 

Wolf Chief is an important Northern Cheyenne now living 
at or near Lame Deer, Montana. He, I think, has beena Chief 
of the tribe, but, at all events, was and still is an important 
man, a Medicine Lodgemaker in the past, and perhaps a priest. 
He is an old man who must have been born somewhere near 1850. 

Do not hesitate to ask me to straighten out or explain 

anyt xing I may write about the Cheyennes that is not clear to you. 
I know so much about them that I may take a good many things for 


granted. 
I think, but cannot be sure, that both the men you ask 
about are mentioned in my book on the Cheyenne Indians.
